PATIENT CURED 
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The Rev. William Smith Tells 
of Recovery of Man’ Given 
Up by Doctors. 


The Rev. William Smith of 6438 Wise 
avenue, pastor of the Memorial Congre- 
gational Church, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday how Robert Lorentz 
of South Kirkwood, a typhoid fever suf- 
ferer, was cured last August by treat- 
ment like that of the Emmanuel move- 
ment, after a physician had despaired 
of his recovery.

Last August hie brother called 
one Sunday and asked me to go with 
him to their home, saying Mr. Lorentz 
Was very sick and that the physician 
and the family had given up hope of 
his recovery. ‘

Although the facts in regard to Miss 
Hildegarde Halien’s midnight arrest at 
her Julian avenue home were not laid 
before him, Attorney-General Major has 
rendered an opinion covering the rights 
and authority of police officers gener- 
ally that is regarded by Gov. Hadley, 
according to a press dispatch from 
Jefferson City, as covering Miss Hal- 
len’s arrest and defining Chief of De- 
tectives Smith’s conduct as within the 
law. 

The Governor asked the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to determine: First—Can a police- 
man make an arrest in a felony case 
without a warrant; if so, how far may 
he proceed in the performance of his 
duty? Second—What force, if any, may 
he use in making such an arrest? Third 
—In the case of a police officer not 
having a warrant, to what extent must 
his information support the charge 
against the suspected offender? 
Attorney-General Major replied that 
the law authorizes a policeman to ar- 
rest for felonies at any time and place 
and that a warrant is not necessary. 
The policeman may use such force as 
is reasonably necessary. It is only 
requisite that the arresting officer have 
reasonable cause to suspect that a fel- 
ony has been committed. He is under 
no legal compulsion to obtain a war- 
rant. 

The Attorney-General said he was not 
aware of what methods were used by 
Chief Smith in arresting Miss Hallen, 
but that it was “fair to infer’ that 
the “vital points at issue in the case”’ 
were included in the Governor’s ques- 
tions.

UPPOSE J 
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After hearing protests from coffee im- 
porters, roasters, jobbers and retail- 
ers against the proposed tariff on cof- 
fee at the oSuthern Hotel, Congressman 


Richard Bartholdt declared Tuesday 
that he would oppose the duty proposed 
in the Payne tariff bill. 

The Payne bili provides that an import 
duty shall be placed’ on coffees from 
countries which have an export duty. 
Brazil, from which the United States 
gets 75 per cent of all coffee consumed, 
has an export tax amounting to 2% 
cents a pound. The coffee men said 
that to impose a like import tax on the 
Brazilian coffee will work a great hard- 
ship on the peor people, who consume 
that grade of coffee, while the wealthier 
people, who use higher grade coffees 
from countries having no export duty, 
will not have to bear any proportion of 
the tax. 

The coffee men said that so far as 
they were individually concerned they 
cared little whether the tax was put 
on coffee, as they would simply sell 
it at a higher price, but in the interest 
of the poor people, they said they hoped 
Congress would not attempt to retal- 
iate upon Brazil, at the expense of our 
own people, on account of the export 
tax.

The reversal of policies, rescinding of executive 
orders and radical departures from his predeces- 
sor’s methods have characterized the first month 
of Mr. Taft’s presidency’ and excite the resent- 
ment of thick and thin Roosevelt men. 

‘The marines go back to the battleships, the 
National Waterways Commission, created by 
President Roosevelt in defiance of Congress, -s 
denied the support of his successor and falls to 
pieces; its duties will be assumed by a commis- 
sion composed of senators and representatives. 
The “midnight regulations” in the Navy Depart- 
ment, promulgated at night, March 3, are held up 
and a board of naval officers is working on them 
to bring them into conformity with the ideas 
prevailing in the White House and the Secretary’s 
office. These are a few conspicuous examples. 

These changes are made out of respect to the 
expressed wish of Congress. Mr. Taft is a con- 
stitutional President, and the day of personal 
government is gone by. It is a healthy sign of 
a return to normal conditions and a restoration of 
friendly relations between the two ends of the 
avenue. 

It is one of the unfortunate ccnsequences of arbi- 
trary government that where a return is made 
to a sane order the good arbitrarily accomplished 
is exposed to the same swift extinction as the 
evil. The dissolution of the Waterways Commis- 
sion is a case in point. Mr. Roosevelt created 
this Commission without warrant of law. “If 
Congress will not do it, I will do ‘t myself,” he 
is reported to have said. Congress, not being 
in the humor to accept the President’s judgment, 
refused to act instanter, and the presidential cre- 
ation followed immediately. 

The members of this Commission have had 
some eighteen months to familiarize themselves 
with the problems involved, and it is unfortunate 
that Congress does not provide for the continu- 
ance in service of some, at least, of the members.

DEW-PONDS. 


SS 


EW-PONDS are some of the most 
fascinating puazles of all, for we 
may make our own dew-ponds 

today and still remain uncertain as to 
the precise cause which keeps them 
filled, says the London Spectator. 
Messrs. A. J. and G, Hubbard, in 
“Neolithic Dew-Ponds and Cattleways,”’ 
tell us that at Afriston,. in Sussex, 
there is a family which has provided 
successful dew-pond makers fee three 
or four generations. 

Their method, if odd, is stmple. A 
site is selected which must be distant 
even from the tiniest rivulet. That, for 
whatever reason, would spoil all. Then 
% hole with sloping sides is scooped 
much deeper than the pond is to be 
made. Then dry straw is laid over the 
whole bottom, Over that is placed a 
coat of well-puddled clay. The clay 
next is thickly strewn with stones. The 
dry straw is said to be absolutely 
necessary, and the guess has been 
made that it is needed not only to sup- 
ply elasticity so that the clay shall 
not creck, but chiefly to be a non- 
conducting barrier between the soll and 
the, floor of the pond. 

However the soll may be heated, by 
the summer sun, the floor of the pond 
remains cold, and so the surface of the 
pond, as the coldest thing in the neigh- 
borhood, condenses on to fits own sur- 
face quantities of steamy vapor which 
will not condense on the warmer grass 
and sofl around. 

The late Charles Cornish has de- 
scribed some experiments carried out at 
the suggestion of the Rev. J. G. Cor- 
nish on the Downs ‘near Lockinge. 
When there were heavy dews expected 
or ‘thick mists on the hills a notched 
stick was placed in the pond te measure 
the intake of the moisture, Five nights 
of winter fog raised the pond eight 
inches. After a night of heavy dew 
on Jan. 18, 1901, there wag @ rise of 
one and one-half inches, and on the 
next night two inches. 

That is the manifestation; but the 
secret of the dew-pond remains untold. 
The straw is still an enigme, for dew- 
oo can be and are made without 
straw.

He does 
not eat lunch. 

While he enjoys breakfast and dinner, 
Mr. Roosevelt finds time to talk animat- 
edly at table to his son, to Maj. Mearns, 
Fdmund Heller and J. Alden Loring, 
the naturalist, of Oswego, N. Y. 

The chief of the party has passed 
every evening in his room reading and 
writing until late. But on Saturday 
evening Mr. Roosevelt, in evening 
clothes, attended the dance in the main 
saloon. He vastly disappointed the 
young women, who hoped he would 
dance with them. Instead he had a 
busy talk with Mr. and Mrs. George 
Haven Putnam of New Yerk, whom he 
knows well; with James C. Smith of De- 
troit, and J. C. Burnett, who brought 
letters of introduction to him. 

The others in the Roosevelt party are 
making themselves agreeable to every- 
body. Maj. Mearns is the life of the 
smoking room. Kermit Roosevelt is con- 
stanly busy paying respectful court 
to the girls, who call him ‘“‘a dear.”’ 

The steamship Hamburg remained 
here two hours. The Governor of Horta, 
A. De Freilas, came out to the steam- 
er and welcomed Mr. Roosevelt, then 
took him and his party ashore and drove 
them about the city. 

As the steamer was losing sight of 
land after leaving New York, Guiseppe 
Tosti, a steerage passenger, broke from 
his companions and started for the up- 
per deck, where Mr. Roosevelt was 
standing with his son, Kermit. 

“He has let them take away my 
child!” shouted Tosti in English. “Now 
he shall pay for i6,’’

F the three new Lambardi singers 
0 introduced to St. Louis in ‘‘Lucia’’ 
at the Odeon last night, the oc- 
casion being the opening of a notable 
two-weeks’ engagement, it seems to me 
that Tenor Battain ranks first, Baritone 
Modesti second, and Zavaski, singing 
the title role, comes third. ‘ 
. Battain is a splendid lyric tenor of 
impassioned dramatic fervor. Ilis voice 
| has the cello quality that distinguishes 
Caruso’s, and there is at certain mo- 
ments a fine robustness which makes it 
uncommonly effective. As Edgardo he 
was singing his favorite role, preferred 
by him ‘even above his Canio in 
‘7’ Paggliacci/’ and he surrendered him- 
self to its congenial appeal with the 
most delightful temperamental aban- 
donment. 

Modesti, a stalwart and fervid bari- 
tone, who is so great in the title role 
ef “Rigoletto” that he is already de- 
élared a worthy successor to the fame 
won by Victor Maurel in this part years 
agone, was heard last night as Lord 
‘Henry Ashton, scoring a triumph not 
often achieved in this role. His voice 
is impressively sonorous, yet with a 
melodious softness at times that renders 
it peculiarly attractive in lyric sweet- 
ness, and it is handled With exquisite 
skill. In addition, he has the true in- 
stinct for drama and develops to the 
fullest this important aspect of the 
Ashton part. 

Zavaski is a winning little woman, a 
vocal technician of consummate artistry, 
yet not entirely realizing Lucia to those 
who have heard in that role the world’s 
greatest prima donnas of her day. ,Her 
voice is daintily attractive, especially 
in the florid passages of the Lucia 
score, but it lacks truthfulness in the 
lower register and has not the full and 
compelling volume that must be revealed 
by the entirely competent Lucia. Nev- 
ertheless, she made great friends of last 
night’s audience, achieving a quite 
pleasing success in her greatest oppor- 
tunity, the “mad scene’’ aria with flute 
obligato, and maintained unbroken the 
artistic completeness of the production 
as a whole. 

An Admirably Complete Production. 


Already pleasantly known to us from 
last .season, Sig. Mauceri, a most im- 
pressive basso, greatly distinguished 
himself last night in the role of Bide- 
the-Bent, using his massive, admirably 
rounded and deeply resonant voice with 
genuine art-masterfulness. He became 
one of the evening’s figures of distinc- 
tion and shared to the fullest in the 
honors of .the performance. These 
feached their richest according with the 
coming of the sextet,*in which the three 
great masculine voices, Battain’s tenor, 
Modesti’s baritone and Mauceri’s basso 
were ‘heard with such especial satisfy- 





ingness as to set the first-night audi- 
ence wild with enthusiasm. 

It was at the conclusion of this 
“smashing’’ second act of “‘Lucia’”’—the 
“sextet act’’—that Maestro Agide Jac-

Two ‘Shell Game” Operators 
Are Alleged to Have 
Been Shielded. 





A signed statement charging an East 
St. Louis police attache with offering to 
return what purported to be a diamond 
ring that had figured in a swindle in 
an effort to prevent the prosecution of 
Fred Feidier, alias “The Big Swede,” 
and Fred Hergert, alias ‘Sawdust 
Jack,”’ is in the hands of State Attor- 
ney Tecklenburg of St. Clair County, 
Illinois.
